A special citizens committee approved plans for " 
September picketing of the downtown YMCA in y 
Washington, D. C., in protest to continued discrimi- ‘ 
natory policies. The institution has been described 
as the last vestige of segregation in the nation’s 


capital. 

The unprecedented action calls for hundreds of fi 
white and Negro citizens to encircle the downtown ii 
building “in a mammoth demonstration against big- 
otry,”’ planners said. The plans were approved at a ; 


meeting of a special citizens committee headed by 
Dr. Edward Mazique. 

Picketing plans followed rejection of a Negro Y 
youngster to the “Y’’-sponsored Woodward School 
For Boys. Charles G. Webber, white, AFL-CIO re- 
ligious relations secretary, moved out of the “Y” 
dormitory in protest of the discrimination. ' 

Through the years, Negro leaders unsuccessfully il 
urged “Y”’ officials to integrate the downtown branch 
of the Washington YMCA. ‘ 
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Miss. Negroes Run La. Senator, Friend Out Of Bar 

A Louisiana senator and his friend, who stopped in a 
Negro bar to buy a can of beer, were badly beaten, they 
told police, and fled the place “plenty fast” when one of 
six Mississippi Negroes who attacked them at Sibley, 
Miss., drew a gun. Dr. R. E. King, senator from Winns. 
boro, said “we had no business going in there in the first 
place. We knew it was a Negro bar, but there was nothing 
else open.” 


Bomb Ala. Integration Leader’s Church 2nd Time 

A dynamite bomb damaged the home and church of Rev. 
F. L. Shuttlesworth, Birmingham integration leader, for 
the second time in two years, but the minister urged his 
followers to “suffer a little longer.” The explosion, shat- 
tering windows being replaced from the blast of Dec. 25, 
1956, occurred minutes after volunteer guard Will Hall 
moved the smoking bomb, which was placed alongside 
Bethel Baptist Church by a white man.

Bram- 
lett Roberts said. King returned to Gulfport last week to 
resume pastorate of his church, “because I don’t have a 
job anywhere else.” The minister also called attention to 
a typographical error in his exclusive story in JET last 
week. In a sentence which should have read: “I was NOT 
against the NAACP,” the word “not” was omitted. 


‘FBI Man’ Links Fla. Klan Sheriff To Flogging 

Contempt action was voted for Suwannee County (Fla.) 
Sheriff Hugh Lewis, who refused to testify about the 1955 
flogging of a Negro, in which he was implicated by an 
FBI undercover man. Lewis was one of three former 
Klansmen who refused to talk about the crime. Testimony 
of his implication was given by Richard L. Ashe, of Winter 
Haven, who told solons probing the Klan during three 
days of hearings that he worked inside the Klan for the 
FBI for 30 months. 
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White Mob Seriously Injures Chicago Negro 

A Chicago man, Willie Moores, was beaten into uncon- 
sciousness by about 20 white youths who dragged him 
from a car which had stopped at a traffic light in the city’s 
Trumbull Park neighborhood, and rained blows on his 
head and body with a lug wrench, tire jack and bricks. 
Moores was returning from a fishing trip with his sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Ethel Chandler, and wife, Daisy, when the 
youths jumped on the side of the car and struck at Mrs. 
Moores who was seated in the back. Police arrested four 
of the hoodlums: Abram Jacinto, 18, his brother Joel, 19, 
Emil Ondrick and John J. Balszczyk, 18. 


Call Ist Hearing On N. J. Housing Bias 
New Jersey’s first hearing on a charge of racial discrim- 
ination in housing was called in Trenton after Frank G. 
Moore Jr. of Philadelphia complained the Centre City 
housing one in Gloucester County refused to sell

Bomb Blasts Negro Woman’s Home In Columbus, Ga. 

In Columbus, Ga., a midnight bombing attack on a 
Negro woman’s frame house on the fringe of a white 
neighborhood resulted in severe damage to the building 
and numerous nearby dwellings. The home, recently 
bought by Mrs. Essie Mae Ellison from a white owner, 
was occupied by Mrs. Ellison, an Army sergeant, his wife 
and their two children. There were no injuries reported 
in the blast. 


Court Denies Negro Entry To White Ga. Project 
The U. S. 5th District Court of Appeals in Atlanta de- 
clared that “there is no law” to prevent voluntary segrega- 
tion, and rejected the appeal of a Negro woman who was 
refused an apartment in a white Savannah public housing 
project. The lower court had ruled the woman, Queen 
Cohen, was not displaced by the erection of the project, 
and had made no application to become a tenant. NAACP 
Atty. A. T. Walden, of Atlanta, said the decision would 
probably be appealed to the Supreme Court. 





Calif. Judge Rules FHA Builders’ Bias Illegal 

Racial bias in the sale of homes built with FHA or GI 
loans was ruled illegal by Superior Court Judge James H 
Oakley in Sacramento, Calif. The ruling on the NAACP. 
backed suit by Oliver A. Ming, a Sacramento Negro, was 
expected to set a precedent for similar cases throughout 
the nation. 
Clear Negro Woman In Montgomery Bus Row 

A 22-year-old Negro woman, Miss Minnie Grant, was 
hauled into a Montgomery, Ala., court for hitting a white 
woman in the stomach during an integration row on a 
public bus, but went free after witnesses testified the 
white woman, Mrs. Clara King, threw the first punch. 
Ala. Negroes Threaten To Use White Pool 

In Birmingham, a Negro citizens delegation said it 
would petition for use of the all-white North Birmingham 
swimming pool if no action is taken by October on its 
request for construction of separate facilities. The city’s 
Park Board reassured the delegation its request would re- 
ceive first priority when funds are available.

Fulton Lewis Jr. ‘Speaks Our Language,’ Say Racists 

In Little Rock, Ark., Rev. Wesley Pruden, president of 
the Capital White Citizens Council, said the WCC sponsors 
daily broadcasts of commentator Fulton Lewis Jr., be- 
cause “he speaks our kind of language.” He said WCC 
voted to sponsor the conservative Mutual network news- 
man over radio station KGHI. 


Boy, 7, Slips Into Louis Jordan’s Pool, Drowns 

A seven-year-old boy drowned in Louis Jordan’s private 
swimming pool in Phoenix, Ariz., after he climbed over a 
seven-foot stone wall to slip into the water although he 
could not swim. Eddie Dean was pulled from the pool by 
Wiliiam Roberson, a neighbor of the Jordans. 














Chicago Rabbi To Quit ‘Perilous’ Negro Area 

A Chicago Jewish rabbi, Dov B. Warshawsky, 53, beaten 
so severely in June his head required six stitches, revealed 
he is moving from a heavily-Negro West Side neighbor- 
hood because it is “no longer safe” for his family. The 
rabbi said he will have to abandon his 20-member con. 
gregation. He said assaults, many apparently traceable 
to racial tension in the area, have been running at a rate 
of “one a week for the last several months.” 


Negro Boy Shot By Whites Along La. Highway 

In Plaquemine, La., 15-year-old James Ward was hos- 
pitalized with an abdominal wound after reporting two 
white boys shot him from a passing car as he stood by 
the highway thumbing a ride.

Ask Proof Greensboro Pool Sale Not Legitimate 
Attorneys for a group of Greensboro, N. C., Negroes, who 
charged there was collusion between the city and a private 
firm which bought the all-white municipal swimming pool 
for $85,000, have been given 30 days to prove the sale was 
not legitimate. The pool was put up for sale last year after 
Negroes indicated they might seek desegregation. 


La. Senate Passes Bus Segregation Bill 

Two bills, intended to by-pass a Federal court order 
forbidding segregated bus seating in New Orleans, passed 
the Louisiana Senate by unanimous vote and were sent to 
Gov. Earl K. Long. Earlier, the House passed a bill permit- 
ting first persons on double seats to decide who may sit 
beside them. 
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2nd Negro Family Moves Into Levittown, Pa. 
State and local police stood by to prevent possible vio. 
lence as a second Negro family moved into the Levittown, 
Pa., housing project, which was rocked by anti-Negro 
demonstrations last year when the first Negro family 
moved in. Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth Mosby and their chil. 
dren, Carol, 10, and Kenneth Jr., 5, joined Mr. and Mrs, 
William Myers as the project’s only Negro families. 


Plans Appeal Of Dismissed Memphis Bus Suit 

An attorney for O. Z. Evers, a Negro Postal worker whose 
court challenge of Memphis bus segregation was dismissed, 
announced that an appeal will be filed within 30 days. A 
three-judge panel declared Evers “boarded the bus for 
the purpose of instigating this litigation.” The suit grew 
out of a 1956 incident when Evers sat in the front of a bus 
and was ordered to move, get off, or face arrest. He was 
taken into custody when he refused to move.

Richmond Marine Among GI’s Held By Cuban Rebels 

A 22-year-old former Virginia Union 
University student, Cpl. Hannibal E. 
Holmes Jr. of Richmond, was among the 
24 U.S. sailors and Marines who were re- 
ported captured by Fidel Castro’s Cuban 
rebels, after they disappeared following a 
picnic off the naval base at Guantanamo, 
Cuba. The Marine’s father, owner of a 
— ii beauty products business, was notified of 
Cpl. Holmes his son’s disappearance last week. Holmes 
enlisted in the Marines in the spring of 1956. He had 
served in Cuba for two years. Meanwhile, the family of 
Marine Pfc. Joseph Anderson, of St. Albans, N. Y., indi- 
cated that their son was also being held as a hostage of 
Castro’s rebels. 


3 U. S. Negroes Charge London Hotel With Bias 

Three American Negro women, who charged they were 
refused accommodations at the Goring Hotel in London 
because of their color, lodged protests against the hotel 
at the American Embassy and the British Travel and 
Holidays Assoc. The women, Mrs. Edith Alsup and Elsie 
Archibald, both of New York, and Miss Louise Howard of 
Florida, said several American and Canadian bishops 
staying at the hotel during a world congress of Anglican 
churchmen witnessed the scene, but turned away dis- 
creetly. 


Africans Reject Christianity, Turn To Moslems 

Because of bitter resentment over racial segregation, 
the Anglican Church in South Africa loses more Negroes 
to the Moslem faith every year than it converts to 
Christianity, the archbishop of Capetown declared. Speak- 
ing at St. Luke’s Episcopal Church in Evanston, IIl., Rev. 
Joost de Blank said the Moslems are gaining ground 
among Negroes by exploiting the _s that Christianity 
is only for the white man. 
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English Students Protest Dance Hall Bias 

Student leaders at Sheffield (England) University or- 
ganized a boycott against a local dance hall in protest of 
its policy of admitting Negro men only in the company of 
colored women. Spokesmen for the 2,500-member student 
body ordered the boycott after the dance hall proprietors 
claimed they raised the partial color bar because trouble 
occurs when single Negro men ask white girls to dance. 


Nigerian Police Seek Clues To 109 Murders 

The discovery of a large number of bodies in Eastern 
Nigeria has launched a large-scale police investigation of 
109 murders, some of which are believed to be ritual kill- 
ings, committed by a secret society pledged to kill adulter- 
ers and thieves. Several of the murders are presumed to 
date back nine or 10 years.

Possible action by the U. S. Court of Appeals in St. Louis 
remained the only hope of Little Rock Negroes for early 
reversal or stay of a decision delaying integration for two 
and a half years, following refusal of the Supreme Court 
to intervene in the case. Attorneys for the NAACP had 
feared the lower court action would not come until after 
opening of the school term in September. Meanwhile, a 
Little Rock Negro radio minister (he has no church), 
Prophet M. D. Willett, wired a plea for continued segre- 
gation to President Eisenhower, and the Civil Rights Com- 
mission, saying “tension” is too high in Little Rock for

“welfare and best interest.” The same children had their 
applications denied last year after the Board declared it 
would study integration in Charlotte, Winston-Salem and 
Greensboro, The Board declared last week that it is “still 
studying.” 


Integration May Close Langston U. In Oklahoma 

Oklahoma’s regents for higher education were expected 
to reduce all-Negro Langston University to junior college 
status in 1959, and to recommend its total elimination if 
the student load at the 61-year-old school does not in- 
crease. John Rogers, chairman of the Regents Board, in- 
dicated he would recommend the move since integration 
has cut the Langston 
student body to such 
a point that the per- 
student cost of edu- 
cation has reached 
$1,000.

Police said Mrs. Evie Denney declined to take a lie detector 
test in connection with the maid’s death, and that of her 
former husband, Homer Luse, who died in 1946. 
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Blind Couple Accused Of Theft, Sue For $1 Million 

A blind Washington, D. C., couple, who charged they 
were falsely accused of shoplifting in a Safeway food 
store, filed a suit for a million dollars against the national 
chain. After Mrs. Marie Fowler was accused by a store 
detective of stealing a jar of coffee and hiding it in her 
bosom, her blind husband, William, was arrested on a 
disorderly conduct charge when he went to her aid.

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KILLS GIRL FOR INSURANCE MONEY: 


Last month in Miami, probing for 
clues in the suspected manslaughter 
of Minnie Lee Claybon, detectives 
listened intently as husky George 
Milton, 23, cleared up the crime by 
admitting he murdered his preg- 
nant fiancée to collect $8,000 insur- 
ance and launch a longed-for box- 
ing career. But George was not 
finished. 

Spilling out a bizarre confession 
which implicated his mother as 
well, the budding boxer divulged 
that not only was girl friend Min- 
nie a murder-for-money victim, but 
there was one other whose death 
yielded $2,500; he had shot his un- 
insured dad to death 10 years ago 
and watched his mother roll the old 
man for $800 to make the crime look 
like robbery. 

Added George, a third intended 
victim was insured for $13,000 but 
escaped an elaborately-laid plan to 
snuff out his life. Of four victims 
in the plot to collect $23,500, George 
claimed, three persons had been 
wiped out. Then, as an after- 


thought, he added that an arsonist had burned down his 
mother’s Red Devil Cafe for $800 in 1949, and his mother 
had collected $7,000 fire insurance. Just a few weeks be- 
fore her son’s arrest, Mrs. Lena Milton, a Haines City 
night club operator, had been nabbed and freed on $20,- 
500 bond on charges of attempt to murder and conspiracy 
to murder Johnny Lee Brown. 

According to George, in 1948 at the insistence of his

mother, he shot to death his tenant farmer father, Jack, 
on Dec. 10, at Trail Lake, Miss. “Momma told me my 
daddy was going to kill her and us children, and I’d bet- 
ter kill him,” Milton said. “She showed me how to pull 
the trigger, and I held the gun in both hands and shot 
him in the back. 

“Then,” he continued, “she told me to turn him over 
and shoot him in the head, and I did. She took $800 out 
of his pocket to make it look like robbery. I threw the 
gun in a ditch near our house where Daddy died.” 

Milton’s confession was sent to Vicksburg, Miss., au- 
thorities, who rushed to reopen a case they had written 
off as “unsolved,” and readied first degree murder charges 
against George and his mother. 

In 1949, George added, a hired Chicago man burned 
down his mother’s original Red Devil cafe at Haines City. 
A new cafe was constructed, and a rooming house added,

and the arsonist later fell out with 
his mother over an $800 payment on 
construction of the new building. 
Finally, the aspiring boxer ad- 
mitted that he had saved his moth- 
er’s suitor, Walter Henderson, 45, 
from drowning in a lake near 
Haines City after Henderson had 
been drugged. He was later found 
dead in October, 1957, in a wooded 
area near Vicksburg, Miss., his skull 
i aS ee. crushed with a blunt instrument. 
Sharp-eyed engineer Lena Milton collected $2,500 insur- 
: saved Johnny Brown. ance after his death. Sheriff’s dep- 
uty Ed Williams said Henderson, an itinerant farmer, had 
been questioned in the death of Lena’s husband, and was 
last seen in the company of Eddie Will (Home Boy) Cor- 
ner, 25. Henderson, police believe, was killed in Haines 

City and his body taken to Vicksburg. 

The evidence, all circumstantial, includes blood stains 
on Mrs. Milton’s car, which has been impounded for lab 
tests, the burning of Henderson’s bed shortly after his 
disappearance, and the discovery of a blood-stained ham- 
mer used in the rebuilding of the Red Devil cafe. The 
hammer has been sent to Vicksburg to see if it fits the 
indentations in Henderson’s skull. 

Frank Nicodemus Ivory, a 25-year-old odd-jobs worker, 
turned state’s evidence, and told police of several at- 
tempts to drown Henderson last summer prior to his 
murder. Ivory confessed that Mrs. Milton paid him $250 
to purchase drugs in Tampa, but said he was duped into 
buying “aspirin” instead of drugs and Henderson only got 
“groggy.” Ivory involved Mrs. Milton’s daughter, Mildred, 
20, in the drugs purchase. 

Meanwhile, Polk county authorities have also filed 
charges of conspiracy and attempted murder against Mrs. 
Milton, her daughter, Mildred, and “Home Boy” Corner, 
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growing out of an attempt last April to kill Johnny Lee 
Brown. Insured for $13,000, the 20-year-old Brown was 
drugged with whiskey and left in his car on the railroad 
tracks. The engineer saw the car and stopped the train. 

Corner later confessed that he and Brown purchased 
two pints of whiskey, and had a rendezvous with Mrs. 
Milton and her daughters, Mildred and Vera, 15, near the 
railroad. One of the pints was drugged and “switched” 
so that Brown got it. Mildred and Vera bet their victim 
$10 he could not drink the whole pint without stopping. 
Brown did, and was left petrified in the car to-be killed 
by the train. Mildred and her mother pleaded innocent 
at their preliminary hearing, and the mother was freed 
under $20,500 bond, while Mildred posted $10,000 bond 
pending trial in Criminal Court. Corner remained in jail 
under $20,500 bond and Vera was made a ward of the 
court pending outcome of the trial. 

Meanwhile, in Miami, George Milton had his own prob- 
lems as he faced the electric chair on charges of murder 
in the death of Minnie Lee. 

Said Milton of his mother’s plight: “My mother will 
never tell anything. She’d rather go to the electric chair.” 
And as he pondered the possibility that he, too, might 
grace the “hot seat,” Milton observed: “It doesn’t matter 
anymore. My life is ruined.”
